In the letter, besides setting forth his ideas as to the proper 


-form that liquor legislation should take, Mr/Rothwell takes occasion 
to criticise the action of the Territorial government in this regard in 
the past, and lays some blame for the illicit selling of liquor also at 
.the door of the sugar planters. The opposition of the planters to 
Saloons on or near the plantation, Mr. Rothwell thinks, is in a 
-very large measure the cause of the illicit business. There are 
Urge numbers of men employed there-who will have liquor and, 
if there is no regularly licensed dealer from whom it can be pro- , 
cured, they patronize the man who is not regularly licensed, but j

The letter follows the desire of the Governor to get the v.ews , 


of various parties interested as to the matter and manner of legis- j 
lation that, in the view of such parties, would be best for the in- 
terests of the whole Territory-. There have been a number of con 
ferences with liquor men on the subject of the license laws, and 
various large and small dealers have been led to express their ideas.

the idle Japanese on the Island, of 
whom it was said that there are sev- 
eral hundred, have been latterly gather-

islands. 


These Japanese, who are, as it ap- 


pears, reservists of the Japanese army 
•who have presumably been or who are 
about to be ordered to their colors, have 
been drilling on the plain near Llhue 
for several weeks past They have reg- 
ular drill, with officers and men In uni- 
form and colors flying, but up to a 
few weeks ago their maneuvers were 
performed with wooden guns.

facts were reported by the police offi- 
cers on Kauai, 


Latterly, however, the sounds of fir- 


ing have been heard to come from the 
drill ground of the Japanese, indicat- 
ing that the soldiers have obtained guns 
from some quarter and that their prep- 
arations to go to the front have there- 
fore assumed a much more warliki 
manner 
Whether the men have ob 


tained guns enough to arm them com 
pletely, or whether they have got only 
a few rifles with which to indulge In 
target practice is not stated. 


The Incident has sufficed to raise the 


question of the preservation of the neu 
trality of the Islands and it is prob 
able that there will be a looking up o 
the law upon the point. 
Presiden 


Roosevelt, at the beginning of the pres 
ent war between Japan and Russia, is 
sued a proclamation defining neutrality 
setting forth somewhat in detail thos< 
things which it was forbidden to resi 
dents in a neutral state to do so long 
as a state of war subsisted between 
powers toward both of whom the Unite' 
States was friendly. 
This proclama 


tion relates largely, naturally enough 
to ships and shipping, but it contain 
this provision among things forbidden 


"Beginning or setting on foot or pro 


viding or preparing the means for an 
military expedition or enterprise to b 
carried on from the territory or juris 
diction of the United States against tb 
territories or domains of either of th 
said belligerents." 
1 This, in effect, Is a reading of the 
revised statutes of the United States 
with reference to the preservation of 
neutrality. The revised statutes, sec- 
tion 5282, says: 


"Every person who. within the terri- 


tory or jurisdiction of the United States 
enlists or enters himself, or hires, or 
retains another person to enlist, or en- 
ter himself, or goes beyond the lim- 
its or jurisdiction of the United States 
with Intent to be enlisted or entered in 
the service of any foreign prince, state, 
colony district or people as a soldier, 
or as a marine or seaman on board any 
vessel of war. letter of marque, or pri- 
vateer, shall be deemed guilty of a high 
misdemeanor and shall be fined not 
more than $3000 and imprisoned not 
more than three years."

read a demurrer to the return pre- 
sented by the Attorney-General on be- 
half of President L. E. Pinkham of the 
Board of Health. 


Miss Kaipu, petitioner for the writ 


on behalf of her mother, was in court 
Witnesses • for the respondent who at- 
tended but were not called were Drs. 
McDonald, Cooper, Mays and Sinclair. 


The gist of the demurrer was that 


the return was made up of conclusions 
of law rather than statements of fact. 
Mr. Ashford, in speaking to his demur- 
rer, quoted the famous Jurist, Marshall, 
as warning the constitution makers 
against "a government of discretion." 
Cooley was cited on principles of lib- 
erty. Mr. Ashford's authorities related 
chiefly to commitments for Insanity, 
and for the rest, his argument, if de- 
tached from the cool precincts of a 
court of Justice, might fairly be de- 
scribed as an inflammatory attack upon 
the system of segregation of lepers in 
vegue here since 1864. The word "hell" 
was used often enough to impart a dis- 
tinctly volcanic odor to the argument. 
Mr. Ashford made the assertion that 
persons sent to the settlement were sub- 
jected to involuntary servitude, modi- 
fied only by the discretion of the resi- 
dent physician. 


Mr. Andrews, in his address, flatly 


denounced the statement regarding in- 
voluntary servitude as untrue. The in- 
mates of the settlement were paid for 
their labor and only required to per- 
form work consistent with a proper 
regimen of healthful exercise. Mr. An- 
drews also contradicted the attorney 
for the writ In a statement that the 
practice 'was to have the youngest and 
most inexperienced physicians on the 
examining board at the receiving sta- 
tion. 


Mr. Ashford admitted, in his main 


remarks, that he had in times past had 
something to do with the legislation 
relative to segregation, but said he had 
never examined the system carefully 
until taking up the present case. As 
a result of this examination he declared 
these laws to be full of "wounds and 
bruises and putrefying sores." He con- 
tended that e\en if Mrs. Kaipu was not 
in the situation represented in the pe- 
tition the laws referred to were utterly 
repugnant to the Constitution. His ar- 
gument and authorities went to the 
propositions that a medical board was 
untrustworthy without opportunity of 
placing expert against expert and hav- 
fng witnesses cross-examined and that 
the enforcement of the policy of segre- 
gation should be in the Jurisdiction of 
some judicial tribunal.

years a prominent physician of Chl- 
cftgo died Monday at bis residence, 
the Evanston (111.)

His funeral wa» held Wednes- 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock at the 
house, services being conducted by Dr. 
J. P. Loba of the First Congregational 
church and Dr. H, M. Scott of the 
Chicago Theological Seminary.

deceased had been intimately associat- 
ed. Interment was at Bosehlll. 


Henry Lyman was born in Hllo, Ha- 


waii, Nov. 26, 1835. His parenta were 
American- missionaries who spent fifty 
years in the work. 
He early became 


very studious. At the age of 5 years 
he had read the bible through and 
when he was ^ years old he was fa-. 
miliar with Greek and Latin. 


In 1854 he came to this country and 


entered college. 
He was graduated 


from •Williams College in 1858, and at- 
tended the Harvard Medical College. 
Then followed a course at the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, New York, 
which was completed with high hon- 
ors. For a time he wag physician at 
the Bellevue hospital, New York, 


He served as assistant surgeon In 


the United States hospitals In Nash- 
ville, Tenn., during the civil war, but 
was compelled to resign on account of 
ill health and soon after, in October, 
1863, 
came to Chicago, where he en- 


gaged in the practice of medicine. For 
years he was a professor in Rush Medi- 
cal College and on the staff of the Cook 
county hospital. Later he was one of 
the attending physicians at the Pres- 
byterian hospital and consulting phy- 
sician to the Hospital for Women and 
Children and St. Joseph's hospital. 
He was an honored member of many of 
the leading medical societies in the 
country. 


Dr. Lyman was the author of numer- 


ous books on medical subjects, and a 
contributor to medical magazines and 
cyclopedias.

HIS OWN REVIEWER, 


A few weeks ago Mr. Andrew Lang 


wrote a piece for the Independent mag- 
azine, in which he claimed that au- 
thors were the best levlewers of their 
own works. It was palpably a joke 
on the part of Mr. Lang, but it gave 
the editors of the Independent an idea 
and the result Is a series of book re- 
views written by the authors them- 
selves. 


These reviews, as the Kansas City 


Journal remarks, are not of much worth 
as criticism, though none of the writers 
spares himself—some tearing their pets 
to pieces with almost malevolent hand. 
But they are strongly interesting as 
showing the state of mind in which the 
books were written, the secret Impulse 
which caused the writing and the 
sources of material.. 


Of a number of these author reviews 


In the last number of the magazine we 
are attracted by Mr. Thomas Dlxon's 
criticism of his story "The One 
Woman." He says he took the charac- 
ters from life. That has never been 
doubted in the West, where the hero, 
or villain, was personally known to a 
good many people. The preacher so- 
cialist with whom the story deals held 
a professorship In a Kansas college dur- 
ing the Populist-Socialist period. Mr. 
DIxon has drawn him true to life and 
has departed not at all from the facts 
In his shameless abandonment of a good 
family. He says of the novel:

strength and weakness. Had I laid it 
nside for six months I would have cor- 
rected many of its faults.

Is too strong for the very young. I c " 
would have cut the closing chapters and 
ended the book with Gordon knocking 
at Ruth's door the night he fled from 
his new wife's home. All this and more 
I would surely have done had I held 
jthe book out six months and carefully 
revised It and in doing so I would just 
as surely have made it in every way 
weaker and more Ineffective for every 
purpose I had In view. As it stands 
-the book is an authentic record Of hu- 
man life In America today. I wish it 
had been better written. It was the 
best I could do at the time. I hope to 
'do better in the next" 


ico lends especial interest.to some fig- 
ures Just compiled by the Department 
of Commerce and Labor through its 
Bureau of Statistics regarding the com- 
merce between the "United States ai.d 
Mexico. These figures show that the 
exports from the United States to Mex- 
ico have grown froin 13,000,000 dollars 
In 1890 to 46,000,000 dollars In 1904, speak- 
ing In round terms; and that the im- 
ports Into the United States from Mex- 
ico have grown from 23,000,000 dollars in 
1890 to fl.000,000 in 1904. Thus our ex- 
ports to Mexico in 1904 were three and 
one-half times as great as In 1890, and 
our Imports from Mexico practically 
twice as great as In that year. 


An even more interesting fact 
Is 


found in a comparison of the figures 
of Mexican trade with the United States 
with the total trade of Mexico. These 
show that of the Imports Into Mexico 
In the latest year for which Informa- 
tion is available the United States sup- 
plied 69 per cent of the total Imports, 
and that of the exports from Mexico 
76 per cent were sent to the United 
States. Mexico takes from the United 
States a larger share of her total Im- 
ports than any other country In the 
world except Canada, which takes 60 
per cent of her imports from the United 
States; and Mexico sends to the United 
States also a larger.share of her ex- 
ports than any other country in the 
world except Cuba, of whose exports 
during the fiscal year 1904, 80.6 per cent 
went to the United States, as against 
76 p«r cent of the total exports of Mex- 
ico sent to this country. •While flgures 
showing the percentage of Mexican Im- 
ports supplied by the United States and 
the percentage, of Mexico's exports sefct 
to the-United States are not available 
for earlier years, It is well known that 
the United States has rapidly Increased 
the share which she supplies of the Im- 
ports into Mexico and the share which 
she takes of the exports from Mexico. 
This increase has been especially mark- 
ed since the construction of railroads 
entering Mexico from the United States. 
Prior to the construction of railroads 
between the United States and Mexico 
the share of Mexico's imports supplied 
by the United States ranged from 20 to 
30 per cent, against the 59 per cent of 
the present time, as above noted; while 
the share of Mexico's exports sent to 
the United States was about in the 
same proportion. The effect of direct 
rail communication between the United 
States and Mexico is also Illustrated 
by the fact that the Central American 
states, which can only be reached b> 
water, as was the case with Mexico 
prior to the construction of "railways 
connecting the two countries, now

he area for development is stinted. 
The prices for corn are higher than for 
en years and will probably remain so. 
What had the price of corn to do with 
the growing of cassava in Hawaii? If 
the corn price rose starch and glucose 
could not profitably be made from it. 
Cassava then would be Used. Cassava 
starch more nearly approached corn 
starch than any other. Cassava could 
be grown with little labor. There was 
plenty of soil, sunshine' and air going 
0 waste in Hawaii which could be well 
itllized' for cassava growing. 
. Koeiling, the Koolan "castor ofl 


man," stated that he was already 
greatly interested in cassava growing, 
and that he was converting" his castor 
oil plantation into a cassava planta- 
tion. He stated that whenever a Rona 
storm came his castor beans were near- 
y ruined and he was compelled to 
change to something else not so easily 
hurt by the elements. Nature seem»d 
against castor bean development at 
Koolan. 


From a very small piece of ground he- 


had already taken 600 pounds of cas- 
sava roots. He first cleaned 100 pounds, 
washed and grated them and extracted 
15 per cent of starch. Another lot gave 
20 per cent out of a possible 26 per 
•cent. A sample sent to Williams, Dl- 
mond & Co. brought back a very fa- 
vorable report, comparing it to their 
commercial No. 2 quality. Mr. Koell- 
ing has now planted eight acres m 
cassava roots. The seed was brought 
from Rice's plantation on Kauai and 
cost him about 130 an acre. Planting 
was done on August 23 last and the 
plants have grown to an average of 
about five feet. 


Mr. Smith said the roots were excel- 


lent m their natural state for horses 
and cattle and were also good for 
milch cows. He thought the prepared 
product of the cassava would sen tor 
about three cents a pound. He stated 
that Mr. Rice had 300 acres on Kauai 
planted In cassava for the feeding and 
rattening of bis horses and cattle. Mr. 
Smith considered the Hawaiian vari- 
ety of cassava as good as any he had 
ever heard of. It did not hurt water 
which had been used for cleaning it, 
nogs and cattle "apparently enjoying 
water with the'starchy taste to it. Mr. 
Craw said that the Tahitians were 
starting a movpment to grow cassava, 
on a large scale. Mr. Smith said Cas- 
sava would grow well at 1000 feet ele- 
vation. 


ALEXANDER CRAW TALKS. 


Mr. Craw, being asked to address the 


meeting, spoke directly concerning the 
folly of people of Hawaii sending fron 
140,000 to *50,000 to the coast annually 
for oranges, lemons and limes. These 
could Just as well be raised In the is- 
lands. But trees once started here 
must be cultivated and not left alone t 
grow and bear fruit. That was the se 
cret of success in growing citrus fruits. 
Plant seeds of the Hawaiian orange: 
and thousands of trees would grot 
from them. Then cultivate them care 
fully. 


Mr Smith spoke of an orange grove 


at Lahatna which was flourishing an 
was profitable to the owner. There 
clumps of trees also in Kona and Ha 
•makua which were doing well.

There was an Informal or- 
ganization, if it might be described 
s-lth such inaccurate phrase, called the 
Aha-Alli. It was a gathering of the 
ilgh chiefs and later became the foun- 
dation of the highest branch of the 
legislature know as "The House of 
gobies." These chiefs expressed their 
opinion to the king, sometimes per- 
suading him to remarkable changes— 
as in the abolition of the onerous sys- 
em of the tabu—which came from the 
action of the high chiefs, if not from 
a formal decision reached in a deliber- 
ative assembly. 


It is remarkable 
that within about 


twenty years after the commencement 
of Mr. Bingnam's labors, there was as 
complete and as absolute a change in 
he form of government as followed the 
war of the Revolution in America 
which resulted in e "United States" 
with an inspired Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and Constitution.

The following are the duties of the 
Premier: All business connected with 
the interests of the kingdom, which 
he King wishes to transact, shall be 
lone by the Premier under the au- 
thority of the King. All documents 
and business of the kingdom executed 
>y the Premier shall be considered 
as executed by the King's authority. 
All Government property shall be re- 
ported to him (or her) and he (or she) 
shall make it over to the King. 


The Premier shall be the King's spe- 


cial counselor in the great business of 
the kingdom. 


The King shall not act without the 


knowledge of the Premier nor shall the 
Premier act without the knowledge of 
the King, and the veto of the King on 
the acts of the Premier shall arrest the 
business. All important business of the 
kingdom which tho King chooses to 
transact In person he may do It, but not 
without the approbation of the Premier. 


GOVERNORS. 


There shall be four governors over 


these Hawaiian Islands—one for Ha- 
waii, one for Maul and the islands ad- 
acent, one for Oahu and one for Kauai 
and the adjacent islands. All the gov- 
ernors from Hawaii to Kaual shall be 
subject to the King. 


The prerogatives of the governors and 


their duties shall be as follows. Each 
jovernor shall have the general direc- 
tion of the several tax gatherers of his 
island and shall support them in the 
execution of all their orders which he 
considers have been properly given, but 
shall pursue a course according to law 
and not according to his own private 
views. He also shall preside over all 
the Judges of his island and shall see 
their sentences executed as above. He 
shall also appoint the Judges and give 
them their certificates of office. 


All the governors from Hawaii to 


Kauai shall be subject not only to the 
King but also to the Premier. 


The governor shall be the superior 


over his particular Island or islands. 
He shall have charge of the munitions 
of war. Under the direction of the 
King, however, and the Premier. He 
shall have charge of the forts, the sol- 
diery, the arms and all the Implements 
of war. He shall receive the Govern- 
ment dues and shall deliver over the 
same to the Premier. 


All importart decisions rest with him 


In times of emergency unless the King 
or Premier be present. He shall have 
charge of all the King's business on 
the Island, the taxation, new Improve- 
ments to be extended and plans for the 
increase of wealth, and all officers shall 
be subject to him. He shall also have 
power to decide all questions and trans- 
act all island business which Is not by 
law assigned to others.

lands.

Although I am inclined to bel'eve 


that the reported gathering of the Jap- 
anese in Lihue is nothing more tha« 
for the simple purpose of common boy- 
ish pleasure after their day's work, and 
I do not believe that there "till remain, 
any number of reservists of the Japan- 
ese army about to be ordered to th<-lr 
colors, yet I tnlnk the following notice 
may serve to call your attention to the 
fact that our subjects In the Islands 
should always remain quiet- and at 
any rate we ought not to create any 
apparent disturbance that could be 
commented upon during our sojourn IB 
a neutral state 


As you all know, the mother country, 


Japan, is now engaged in a life-and- 
death struggle with one of the greatest 
European Powers, and aa we all believe 
in a mon Just and rigateous causf, it 
Is the desire of the Home Government 
that all Japanese, especially those Jap- 
anese living in a foreign, neutral and 
friendly state, ao to act that neither 
by word nor by deed as to excite any 
comment Injurious to the sympathy we 
have In many neutral countries, and 
more especially »n the United States. 


I hereby request with all the earn- 


estness In my power, that the Japanese 
in this country rray be orderly and q'llet 
In all things. It is especially desirable 
at this time tba laborers on the plan- 
tations should be reasonable, dl'igent 
and obedient to the proper authorities, 
and In no case to strike or be d sord- 
erly In any sense. 
I would especially :all to mind that 


the generous people of Hawaii have 
largely contributed to the ft nds of the 
Red Cross Society of Japan, which does 
so noble and charitable work to the 
suffering soldiers of Japan and to oth- 
ers in need.

STRONG BOND MARKET.

'Money seems to be much easier since November 15 than it has been for some 
time past, resulting in quite an impetus to the bond market. Hawaii Sugar, 
Pioneer, Haiku, Paia and Oahu 6's and Hawaiian Government s's cannot be 
obtained any more at par. So far as Hawaiian Government is concerned, the 
$845,000 outstanding are held by two or three parties and are not for sale, being 
practically out of the market. Haiku, Paia, Hawaiian Sugar and Pioneer are held 
for 102. Rapid Transit treasury bonds have all been taken up and are held by 
San Francisco parties at 105, clearing the market of these bonds. A bid of 
105 has been made for them, but they are not obtainable. O. R & L. Co. bonds 
have weakened by half a point, several small blocks being offered as low as 104 
Waialua bonds are offered at par with 99 bid. Olaa, Hilo Railroad and Mc- 
Bryde bonds are obtainable below par. With money easier now it would seem 
that bond prices are stiffening 
An increased relaxation of money certain to 


ensue when the returns from the higher sugar market begin to come, not later 
than March, gives promise that bonds will strengthen "

was excused at his own request by 
Judge Dole, on the ground of age and 
the fact that jury duty he had per- 
formed of late proved-injurious to his 
health.

The paper 
was intended largely to give practical 
advice to farmers on the insects which 
infest their fields and cropa 
There 


were many Insects which were not in- 
jurious, but the majority were injuri- 
ous. Oftentimes the farmer did not 
know the difference and destroyed the 
good and the bad. There should be co- 
operation between the farmer and the 
government entomologist. The corre- 
spondence between the two was grow- 
ing in Hawaii and Mr. Van Dine hoped 
to see It reach large proportions. The 
farmer should take the preliminary 
work of .the laboratory as suggestive 
rather than positive. 


In diversified farming the fanner was 


often but an amateur. 
There were 


many drawbacks to farming in Hawaii 
as elsewhere, but one should take into 
consideration that in some things the 
farmer In Hawaii got three crops to 
the malnlander's one.
